D. Melvin, chief of the bu reau of ani­ 
mal indu stry. 
This recommendation 
has the endorsement of Secretary of 
Agricu ltu re Wilson. 
Dr. Melvin states 
that 
investiga­ 
tions made by his bu reau show* that 
in order to protect the health of con 
Bu rners there is groat need for the 
su pervision nnd inspection of dairy 
produ cts and of the 
animals 
from 
v hi« *h they are obtained. 
He add« 
tbat the danger of contracting dis­ 
ease 
from su ch 
produ cts 
is mu ch 
greater than from meat. 
"Since milk, cream and bu tter are 
almost u niversally u s* d ami a re uh 
u aily consu med In the raw state,” he 
continu es, "scientific experiments bv 
tne b u re au and by other investigate rs 
have demonstrated that the germs o. 
tu bcreu losls and 
typhoid 
fever are 
frequ ently 
conveyed 
throu gh 
dalrv 
produ cts and that these germs may 
remain alive and viru lent in milk be­ 
yond 
the 
time within wbieh it 
I* 
u su ally consu med nnd in bu tter for 
several months. 
A sid e trom the dan­ 
ger from contagiou s disease the sani­ 
tary condition., u nder which milk and 
bu tter are produ ced are often very 
bad and resu lt in u nwholesome prod 
u cts.

“While many creameries are in ex­ 
cellent sanitary condition others are 
more or less filthy and mu ch of th'* 
cream that is made u p Into bu tter is 
shipped long distances in all kinds of 
weather and when received by the 
creamery is in n state of decomixisi- 
tion widen renders it u tterly u nfit to 
go into a food produ ct. 
Factories 
making renovated or 'process’ bu tter 
are now ins|>eet*'d by the bu reau u n­ 
der the requ irement of an act of con­ 
gress. bu t there is no federal law giv­ 
ing au thority for inspecting the cream­ 
ery bu tter factores. 
"It is im|H>ssibie to gu ard against 
u nwholesome bu tter simply by an in­ 
spection of the finished produ ct. Au y 
Inspection to be effective mu st deni 
with the milk and creatn from which 
the bu tter is made, the health of tho 
animals from which the milk is de­ 
rived. the sanitary condition of the 
creamery and the process of manu ­ 
factu re. 
It therefore seems 
highly 
desirable that legislation shou ld be 
enacted by congress providing for an 
adequ ate and efficient system of in­ 
spection at all plants where bu tter is 
manu factu red 
for 
interstate 
ship­ 
ments, for the control of Interstate 
shipments of milk and cream and fo.* 
the inspection of au imgjTs And dairy 
establishments produ cing milk for in 
terstate com m erce.'

Washington. Jan. 3.—That half th« » 
meat eat *n in the United States can 
be called u ninspected and that a real 
and seriou s danger to the pu blic ex­ 
ists as a resu lt is one of the con*‘lu - 
sions reached by Dr. A. D. Melvin, 
chief of the Unit*» d ftates bu reau »» 
animal indu stry, in his annu al report 
to the secretary of agricu ltu re. 
Inefflci» *ncy of th« ; government in­ 
spection becau se of its lack of au ­ 
thority to reach bu siness done en­ 
tirely within a state is given as one 
of the cau ses, and Dr. Melvin points 
ou t tho gr« *at need of su pplementing 
the government inspection of meats 
with state and mu nicipal inspections. 
One resu lt of the federal inspection 
is to cau se the diversion of diseased 
and su spiciou s looking animals to the 
u ninspectad 
establishments, 
where 
they are slau ghtered for the local mar­ 
ket, says the report.

the cou rts wou ld be compelled to give 
me a new trial. 


Exp ected A n o th e r T ria l. 
"W hen I learned that the private d.« - 
tectives of the prosecu tion were the 
keepers of the ju ry, that the ju ry 
drank like men u pon a jau nt or a holi 
day rather than citizens engaged in a j 
seriou s service, and that i s a resu lt i 
two of them were rendered u nfit. I nat | 
u rally hoped that I wou ld be allowed j 
another trial by another ju ry free of i 
these hostile influ ences. 
"It seems, however, that the cou rts 
intend to establish the practices whi« h 
made ru in-drinking a ’part of Ju ry serv j 
ice and private detectives as the cu s 
todians of a ju ry a perm anent institu 
tion. 
By this sent« *nce and ju dgment 
I may be brou ght to ru in; bu t the dam­ 
age done to me is not half as impor- 
tant as the inju ry to the adminlstra 
tlon of ju stice. 
I am now u p in years 
and m u st with tho passing of time 
pass also; bu t the record of my con 
victlon and the way it was brou ght 
abou t will remain a lasting and dan­ 
gerou s example of a government g« » ne j 
mad in search of a victim. 
"W hether I » hall serve my fu ll eon 
tence. I am not able to say, mu ch de­ 
pending on how the government at 
W ashington shall look u pon it.' I have 
great faith that all right thinking men 
and women, who know of me and my 
case, and who realize the inhu manity 
of njor sentence, will make known their 
feelings to the presid» *nt. 
Whatever 
the fu tu re may hold in store—liberty 
or imprisonment—I shall endeavor to 
meet in th« * same way I have stru ggled 
against th« * misfortu nes of the past 
two years."
